The artillerymen

of the post took a shot at the target yeater-

day with one of Willard 8, Isham's shells,

deecribed rometimes as aerial torpedoes.
The shell hit almost in the middle of the
target, hut its effect was not what the
enthusiastic inventor expected. The target
was set back several inches, and the shell
at the point of impact caused an indenta-
tion about a foot in diameter and omne inch
and a half deep in the center, suggestive
of a large saucer to appear in the 11)4
inch armor plate. But the target, which
{s unusually strong, was otherwise merely
seratehed.

Mr. Isham does not believe in the armor
piercing shell, He has the impreasion
that & projectile filled with a powerful
explosive sliot from a service coast de-
fense 12 inch gun and exploded against
or within ten or fifteen feet of a battleship
will kill all hands by mere concussion,
even if it does not blow the ship to pleces.
Naturally, after the men behind the guns
are destroved nobody will care about

. the power of the ship. Most of the army
officers who saw the shell tested yesterday
were unwilling to believe that the armor
piercing shell would be immediately super-
geded by the other kind.

The test was under the supervision of
Col. Charles S. Smith. Capt. Edwin D.
Bricker attended to the loading and firing
of the shell and the gathering of data there-

. after. The test was of immense interest
to officers of the artillery, and many were
on hand, including Col. John E. Greer, Col.
George G. Greenough, Major Beverly W.
Dunn, Major Erasmus M. Weaver, Capt.
T. L. Ames, Capt. C. B. Wheeler and Capt.
Edward P. O'Hern.

The face of the target, a Krupp plate
made by the Bethlehem steel works, is 16
feet long and 74 feet high. Back of it, in
an undisturbed condition, were five inches
of tough oak bulkhead, and beyond this
was a steel representation of the cellular
part of a battleship next to the armor plate.
Reenforcing this were piles and timbers
imbedded in tons of sand stretching bacl
twenty-five feet. \

The crew of the big gun rolled the Isham
shell up an incline to the breech. It was a
heavy shell, and as there was some un-
certainty about its sensitiveness it was
handled with care. It contained 178%
pounds of explosives made up of 90 per cent,
nitroglycerin, 8 per cent. guncotton and
2 per cent. camphor, the last named actin
as a deterrent. It was 69 inches long an
was divided into ten ocom ents sep-
arated by circular diap.

Bricker had the shell rammed nine feet into
the gun from the breech and put behind it
a charge of 82 pounds and 10 ounces of
smokeless powder and seven pounds of
igniting charge.

Isham said he believed that much of the
force of the powerful gases released by
the explosion had drifted over the low top
of the target. He a!so said he would like to
have another test of his shell with a target
resembling the side of a battleship. He ﬁe-
clared that if the target that showed go little
effects of his shell had been a ship the bottom
would have been driven in by the force
exerted in the sand in front of and below
the strongly reenforced Krupp plate.

Mr. Isham was asked if he wanted an -
other ghell fired at the target and he sald
he did not. Another test, he said, would
not demonstrate anything additional, as
no vessel was ever hit t on the same
plecs of armor plate. Col. Smith offered
several times to fire another shell to satisfy
Mr. Isham if he felt unsatisfied, but Mr.
Isham declared he did not see that any-
thing would be proved by it. He will go
to Washington and see if he cannot per-
fuade the War Department to give him
another chance to try the shell on a target
more closely resembling & warship.

Gages stuck in the sand in front of the
target and dug up after the shell exploded
recorded pressures varying from 1,800 to
18,120 pounds. Sand was blown from under
the base of the target; it is sunk about
eight inches.

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FIALA, THE POLE RUNTER, SAFR
TERRA NOVA RESCUES ZIEGLER'S
AMERICA EXPI-'\I.MNON.

Oue Sallor Died ~The Rest All in Good
Henith—-Reached N2 Degrees 18
Minutes North—Thelr Vessel Lost in
the Ice- Ziegler's Command CarriedOut

LONDON, Aug. 1V.--A patch to the
Evening Neuw? from Christiania says that
the steamuship Terra Nova passed Hon-
ningsvaag, near Hammerfest, the must
ngrtherly town in Norway, this morning
with the shipwrecked crew of the Ziegler
eapedition, coming from Franz Josef Laud.
" The Zlegler expedition reached 82 degrees
18 minutes north latitude. One Norweglan
of the crew dled. The rest of the ciew
are well. The ship America, on which the
eapedition was made, was lost.

Mr. Flala, in a brief statement, said:

“The rescue was most timely. By my

order the America wintered in Neplitz Bay,
where early in the winter of 1008-04 the ship
was ed in the foe and a total

loss, together with large quantities of coal
and provisions,

“Supplies of stores left at Franz Josef
Land by various relief parties saved us very
serious privations. °

“Three attempts to reach high latitude
falled. The scientific work, however, as

lanned was suocessfully carried out by

fliam J. Peters of the United States
Geological Survey.

“Our rescue was due to the splendid ef-
forts of William 8. Champ, commandin
the relief expedition, who failed to reac!
us last year, and to the untiring zeal cf
Capt. Kjeldsen and his Norwegian officers
and crew, who for six weeks persistently
forced their '.K through solid floes of ice
and finally reached us.

“An abundance of storee had been left in

the Franz Josef archipelago by the ex-
pedition commanded by the Duke of the
Abruzzl and the André rellef expedition,
80 that we did not suffer serious difficulties
on that score.”
The finding of Anthouy Fala was in.
sisted uPou y the lute Willlam Ziegler,
who equipped the relief expedition. en
Mr. Ziegler died he left a special proviaion
in his will providing for the relief of Fiala
and his companions.

“Antkony Flalu and his party muat be
found and brought Lack,” was the way
his will read, and the responeitility for ita
fulfilment was placed upon the executors
of the will, Mrs. Ziegler, the widow, and
Judge Willlam J. Gaynor.

Anthony Fiala was chosen to lead the
ex?oditlou after the return of the Evelyn
Raldwin expedition in 1401, in which he won
great praise for his fearlesaness and ex-
ecutive ability. Flala is of Italian extrac-
tion. He was born in Jersey City, is
£ 1) {urs old and the youngest muan ever
at the head of Arctio exp«fiﬂono.

When he was three years old the family
moved to Bruoklyn, where he has since
wade his home with his widowed mother at
885 Cumberland street.

MORRISTOWN, Aug. 10.—Fearing his body
might be stolen for the purpose of dissection,
Richard D. Fonda, who died in New York
two weeks ago, provides in his will, which
was probated in the Morris oounty Surro-
gate's office u\-ld:y, that the greatest care
and precaution be taken by his wife to pre-
vent any one from robbing his grave.

The primary
rules of hygiene should be observed and
carbolic acid used as a disinfectant around
bathrooms.”

It is advisable to have all well water in
Brooklyn boiled. It is safer to boll all
drinking water, the pamphlet saye, and
if you get typhid go to a hospital, where
you will be better off than at your home.

To John W. Wooten, the lawyer who,
was oonvioted of grand larceny for stealing .

& $1,000 cheok from David Rothschild,
wreoker of the Federal Bank, Justioe Fitz-
gerald in the Bupreme Court yesterday
denled a oertificate of reasonable doubt,
whioh would have acted as a stay of exe-
oution pending appeal. Wooten will now
bave to begin to serve his sentenoce of nine
years and ten months in Sing Sing,although
he will undoubtedly appeal to the Appel-
late Division. Gen. B. F. Tracy repre-
sented Wooten and Howard 8. Gans the
Distriot Attorney’s ofice. In his decision
Justios Fitzgerald said:

“The principal ground urged upon behalf
of the defendant is the had charaoter of one
of the people’s witnesses, but under the
ciroumstances of this remarkable case, and
in the light of all the testimony, the con-
clugion.reached by the jury wasabundantly
justified. Ciroumstantial as distinguished
from positive ocorroboration is a rule of
criminal evidenoce, and its well settled prin-
ciples were, in my opinion, ocorrectly de-
olared by the learned and experienoed
Justioe who presided at the trial and prop=
erly understood and applied by the jury.

“I have carefully examined the other
points raised by counsel, but do not regard
them as suficient to warrant the allowance
of a certificate of reasonable doubt. Appli-
cation denied—settle order on notice.”

The District Attorney’s office is pleased
with the decision, which means that the
trial of Armitage Mathews, who was in-
dicted with Wooten for complicity in the
looting of the Welsell estate while Roths-
child was temporary administrator, will
be pressed early next month. Mathews,
who is secretary of the Republican county
committee, is now in Europe. There has
been talk that Samuel I. Ferguson, indicted
with Wooten and Mathews, may be a wit-
ness against Mathews, but Acting District
Attorney Gans refused yesterday to say
anything about that possibility.

David Rothschild was a witness against
Wooten, and it is to him that Justice Fitz-
gerald refers when he speaks of the bad
character of one of the people's witnesses.
Rothachild will also be a witness against
Mathews and, if Ferguson is sried, will be a
witness against him. Rothschild is still in
the Tombs and he will stay there until
Mathews's trial is over.
